On  Tuesday,  January  9th  -at  the  State 
Capitol  will  be  held  a convention  or  rather 
a mass  meeting  that  means  much  to  our 
State.  It  is  called  undek  the  auspices  of 
the  Anti-Saloon'' League  to  consider  the  sit- 
uation and  needs  of  the  temperance  cause 
in  Mississippi  and  especially  the  matter  of 
better  enforcement  of  our  prohibition  laws. 
As  the  last  chairman  of  the  prohibition  State 
committee  it  may  be  proper  and  even  ex- 
pected that  I say  a word  as  to  the  coming 
into  our  State  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
and  its  mission  and  methods. 

This  is  the  only  nation-wide  organization 
which  is  combatting  the  liquor  traffic  ex- 
cept the  s Christian  Temperance 

Union.  It  is  the  only  one  seeking  to  unite 
men  of  all  creeds  in  all  states  into  one  body 
icting  with  state  and  local  organizations 
It  is  non-sectarian,  non-partisan,  completely 
aloof  from  any  and  all  political  parties,  and 
it  the  one  organization  most  dreaded  by  the 
liquor  forces  of  our  country. 

Mississippi  is  perhaps  the  last  state  that 
it  has  entered.  Several  years  ago  Dr. 
Toung,  its  southern  superintendent  came  to 
Jgckson  and  conferred  with  persons  inter- 
ested as  to  organizing  the  State  hut  find- 
ing that  Mississippi  had  shown  exceptional 
ability  to  take  care  of  herself,  and  that  a 
Statewide  bill  would  certainly  he  passed,  it 
was  decided  that  no  further  organization 
w%s  needed,  and  Dr.  Young  left  perfectly 
satisfied  with  the  situation  in  Mississippi. 
The  Statewide  bill  was  passed  and  there  was  . 
little  else  needed  in  the  way  of  State  Ieg- 
a islation.

The  Two  Resurrections. 

That  there  are  to  be  two  resurrections  the 
Bible  elearly  teaches.  But  the  point  upon 
which  controversy  turns  is  whether  they  are 
Ixith  bodily  resurrections.  The  passage 
that  most  clearly  teaches  that  there  will  be 
two  resurrections  is  Rev.  20:5-6,  which  reads 
as  follows:  “But  the  rest  of  the  dead  liv- 
j aot  again  until  the  thousand  years  were  1 
finished.  This  is  the  first  resurrection. 
“Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in 
the  first  resurrection : on  such  the  second 
death  hath  no  power,  but  they  shall  be 
priests  of  God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall  reign 
with  him  a thousand  years.” 

The  persons  here  referred  to  are  desig- 
nated in  verse  4 as  follows:  “And  1 saw 
thrones,  and  they  sat  upon  them,  and  judg- 
ment was  given  unto  them,  and  I saw  the 
souls  of  them  that  were  beheaded  for  the 
witness  of  Jesus,  and  for  the  Word  of  God. 
and  which  had  not  worshipped  the  beast, 
neither  his  image,  neither  had  received  his 
mark  upon  their  foreheads,  or  in  their 
hands;  and  they  lived  and  reigned  with 
Christ  a thousand  years.”  Then  follows 
w hat  is  said  in  verses  5 and  6. 

This  is  spoken  of  as  the  first  resurrection, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  Christ’s  millenial 
reign.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  rest  of  the 
dead  lived  not  again  until  the  thousand 
years  were  finished.”  Now,  all  of  these 
had  been  dead  in  somt*  sense,  and  I think  in 
the  same  sense.  Some  interpret  this  Scrip- 
ture to  mean  that  at  the  coming  of  Christ 
there  will  be  a revival  of  primitive  piety, 
such  as  the  martyrs  exhibited.  Some  in- 
terpret the  first  resurrection  in  the  sense  of 
a general  revival  of  spirituality  among  God’s 
people,  and  spiritual  power  in  the  world. 

We  would  do  well  to  note  that  those  who 
have  been  resurrected  are  called  “priests  of 
God.”  The  Scriptures  do  not  seem  to  Fold 
out  the  idea  that  Christians  are  to  bec&npe 
priests  of  God  this  side  of  the  resurrectjbn 
of  the  body,  or  at  any  time  in  this  woi-ld, 
as  it  is  now. 

As  to  the  thought  of  a great  spiritual  res- 
urrection, or  awakening,  the  Bible  teaches 
that  the  world  is  to  grow  worse,  even  up 
to  the  time  of  the  coming  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Read  II  Tlies.  2nd  chapter;  II  Tim.,  3rd 
chapter.  We  read  that  because  wickedness 
abounds  the  love  of  many  shall  wax  cold. 
Matt.  24:13.  Jesus  seems  to  challenge  the 
faith  of  the  world  when  He  says:  “And 
shall  not  God  avenge  His  own  elect  which  , 
cry  unto  Him  day  and  night,  though  He 
bear  long  with  themf  I tell  you  that  He 
will  avenge  them  speedily.” 

“Nevertheless,  when  the  Son  of  Man 
fometh,  shall  He  find  faith  on  the  earth  t” 
Luke  18:7-8.  This  Scripture  seoitre  to  in- 
dicate that  there  will  be  but  little  faith  in 
the  world  when  Jesus  comes.  This  is  in 
harmony  with  the  words  of  Jesus  in  Matt.

7:13-14.  The  lesurreetiou  is  mentioned 
about  forty  times  in  the  New  Testament, 
and  in  every  instance,  with  reference  to  the 
resurrection  of  the  body,  unless  it  be  in 
Rev.  20:5-6.  Now,  that  this  should  be  an 
exception,  I cannot  believe  it.  Luke  14:14 
seems  to  refer  to  the  resurreetiou  of  the 
righteous  us  a separate  aud  distinct  resur- 
rection. “And  thou  slialt  be  blessed;  for 
they  cannot  recompense  thee : for  thou  shalt 
be  recompensed  at  the  resurreetiou  of  the 
just.”  The  resurrection  of  the  righteous 
seems  to  be  kept  to  the  front  as  a separate 
and  distinct  act,  as  indicated  further  in 
Luke  20:33-38.  1 shall  be  glad  if  the  read- 

er will  look  up  the  referencea,  where  I do 
not  give  the  quotation. 

THE  WORD. 

To  resurrect  means  to  raise  up  again.  As 
used  in  the  Scriptures  it  means  to  raise  up 
from  the  dead.  It  eau  only  apply  to  that 
which  is  dead.  Those  who  hold  to  the  idea 
of  a Scriptural  resurrection,'  must  admit,  if 
their  theory  be  true,  that  spirituality  must 
die,  or  else  it  could  not  be  resurrected.  It 
might  lauguish  and  be  revived,  but  to  be 
resurrected,  it  must  first  die.  That  all 
spirituality  aud  spiritual  power  in  the  world 
should  die,  is  incredible  to  the  one  who  be- 
lieves God’s  Word,  aud  has  faith  in  the 
eternal  promises  of  Holy  Writ. 

Now,  since  the  righteous  dead  are  to  have 
precedence  over  the  living  righteous,  in  that 
they  are  to  be  raised  immortal  before  the 
living  righteous  shall  d<>n  the  habiliments  of 
immortality,  is  it  a thing  incredible  that  the 
righteous  should  have  precedence  over  the 
wicked  dead  in  the  resurrection.  There 
would  be  nothing  strange  in  the  righteous 
dead  being  raised  and  the  righteous  living 
putting  on  the  habiliments  of  immortality, 
and  together  reigning  with  Christ  a thous- 
and years  in  peace,  before  the  resurrection 
of  the  wicked  and  the  general  judgment 
The  righteous  shall  he  resurrected  unto  life 
and  the  wicked  unto  damnation. — Jno.  5: 
29. 

Some  think  this  Scripture  teaches  that 
both  will  he  resurrected  at  the  same  time. 
I do  not  think  it  necessarily  teaches  that, 
but  only  teaclua  the  fact  that  both  shall  be 
resurrected. 

I have  heard  some  say  that  the  first  res- 
urrection hail  reference  to  regeneration, 
or  the  coming  into  spiritual  life;  but  this 
view  is  so  utterly  at  variance  with  the  teach- 
ing of  the  Bible,  and  Baptists,  that  I dismiss 
it  without  comment. 

1 do  not  think  the  doctrine  of  the  resur- 
rection, as  Christ  introduced  it  and  taught 
it,  odors  to  anything  but  the  body.

Dear  Dr.  Bailey: 

I received  a letter  a few  days  ago  from 
a pastor  of  a Baptist  church  with  an  article 
written  by  some  priest,  in  which  the  most 
violent  charges  are  preferred  against  me. 
I have  purposed  never  to  answer  these  ac- 
cusations except  when  they  may  be  believed 
by  our  Baptist  brethren.

, Not  long  ag  . a fire  cut  ted  ov-  of  the  lead- 
ing business  houses  in  our  city  -and  the  fire 
had  its  origin  in  the  stub  of  a cigarette 
which  a gentleman  had  carelessly  thrown  in- 
to a box  of  saw  dust. 

I have  heard  it  affirmed  that  the  great 
Baltimore  fire  a few  years  ago  was  caused 
by  a lighted  cigarette. 

A few  years  since,  a man  falling  asleep 
with  a lighted  cigarette  in  his  hand,  started 
a conflagration  in  Tampa,  Florida,  wKich 
destroyed  $800000  woith  of  property;  ren- 
dered one  thousand  people  homeless;  and 
left  four  thousand  working  men  ami  hoys 
without  jobs. 

.lust  think  what  one  abominable  little  old 
cigarette  can  do!  See  what  a great  fire  it 
can  kindle!  If  we  had  all  the  wealth  that 
1 as  been  burned  up  by  the  fires  of  our  coun- 
try caused  by  cigarettes,  we  would  have 
money  i Hough  to  endow  all  the  great  col- 
leges in  the  country,  and  furnish  free  tuition 
for  students  for  all  time  to  come.  Yes,  we 
would  have  enough  ready  monev^to  send  a' 
sufficient  host  of  missionaries  to  foreign 
fields  to  evangelize  the  world  within  the 
next  half-decade.  , 

But  what  is  all  this  monetary  loss  .indi- 
rectly .accruing  from  the  use  of  cigarettes, 
when  compared  with  the  loss  which  the 
youth  of'our  land  is  sustaining  in  and  by  the 
habitual  use  of  the  deadly  cigarette f 

I give  it  as  my  candid  opinion,  based  upon 
pretty  strong  evidence,  that  there  are  more 
young  men  who  nre  sucking  their  ruin 
through  a cigarette  than  there  nre  who  are 
sticking  theirs  out  of  a bottle! 

They  are  falling  on  our  right  hand  and  on 
our  left  -victims  of  the  deadly  eigarett -. 
Statisticians  reckon  the  average  man’s  val- 
ue at  $000  a year.  And  this  means  that 
the  average  man  who  works,  is  the  equiva- 
lent in  productive  value*  of  an  engine,  or 
aornc  industrial  plant,  worth  $10.000  00.  pro- 
ducing at  0 per  cent  an  income  of  $000.  So 
it  comes  to  pass  that  thp  death  of  the  av- 
erage workman  is  equivalent  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  a $10,000  mill  or  engine 

Therefore,  the  economic  loss  of  every  hoy 
whose  usefulness  thp  cigarette  habit  under- 
mines is  equivalent  to  a fire  that  hums  up 
$10  000  of  rhoice  property.  It  is  really  a 
great  deal  worse  than  a fire,  since  the  un- 
fortunate victim  may  live  for  years,  a par- 
asite unon  his  kith  and  -kin.  and  a deadly 
poison  to  society,  and  when  at  last -he  dies, 
those  who  have  carried  him  ns  a hurd-n.  can 
have  no  recourse  to  insurance  money.

Pingtu  Christians  Suffering  from  Famine. 

AN  URGENT  APPEAL. 

In'  the  Pingtu  field  of  the  No#h  China 
mission  there  are  now  some  three  hundred 
Christians  begging  their  food.  The  past 
summer  has  been  unprecedented  for  rain, 
and  the  low  section  of  country  west  an-1 
south  of  Pingtu  city  has  been  entirely  sub- 
merged to  a depth  of  from  two  to  ten  feet. 
Ihe  houses  have  fallen  and  both  spring  and 
tall  crops  have  been  swept  away  and  many 
lives  lost.  In  this  same  section  the  wheat 
crop  was  destroyed  by  hail— many  of  the 
people -not  having  a crop  to  harvest.  Those 
who  had  a little  grain  in  their  bins  have 
l”st  it  ‘hv  rotting,  sprouting  or  by  being 
washed  away.  Some  of  the  Christians  who 
were  in  gcod  circumstances  are  reduced  to 
beggary.  The  teachers  of  schools  in  that 
section  are  out  begging  their  bread.  Those 
who  had  stock  have  had  to  sell  them  at  a 
sacrifice  and  there  are  very  few  Christians 
who  will  he  able  to  live  through  the  winter 
without  help.  The  water  has  remaiued  on 
the  land  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  plant 
the  fall  wheat,  wfiieh  cup  off  the  hope  of  a 
spring  harvest.

their  own.  A church  that  has  no 
Sunday  School  is  neglecting  ita 
first  work,  and  work  is  the  mis- 
sion of  the  church — its  life. 

We  should  not  say  “the  church 
AND  the  Sunday  School;”  for  it 
is  but  a part — the  beginning  of 
ihe  church  work — the  first  de- 
partment and  of  first  importance. 
A writer  of  thought  says  of  the 
progress  of  Christianity : £ In 
the  fighf  to  win  the  masses  for 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Sunday  School 
is  the  stragetii^position.” 

It  ifTevident  that  the  early  di- 
sciples met  to  study  the  Scrip- 
tures; for  Jesus  ^limself  said: 

| them  ye  think  ye  have  eternal  life 
“Search  the  Scriptures,  for  in 
: and  they  are  they  that  testify  of 
’me.”  The  Apostle  Paul  wro^ 
j Timothy:  ‘‘Study  to  show  thy- 
self approved  unto  God;  a work- 
man that  needeth  not  to  be  asham- 
ed. rightly  dividing  the  Wort!  of 
Truth.”  Yet  Timothy  had  been 
taught  at  home  by  his  mother  and 
his  grandmother. 

Again,  the  Apostle  says  of  the 
I Bereans:  “These  were  more  no- 
ble than  those  in  Thesalonica,  in 
that  they  received  the  word  with 
all  readiness  of  mind,  and  search- 
ed the  Scriptures  daily,  whether 
| those  filings  were  so.”  What 
things!  The  truths  Paul  preach- 
ed relating  to  Christ  and  salva- 
tion. Note  that  the  teaching 
and  study  was  daily,  which,  of 
course,  included  the  Lord’s  Day. 
This  work  was  under  the  Chris- 
( tian  dispensation — the  text-book 
the  Bible,  the  Word  of  God. 
, There  were  no  commentators 
then. 

On  the  Lord ’s  Day  the  early  di- 
sciples met  for  prayer,  praise  and 
planning;  not  simply  to  hear  a 
sermon.  The  Apostle  James 
says.-  “Be  ye  doers  of  the  Word 
and  not  hearers  only.”  Imme- 
diately after  His  resurrection, 
the  Savior  made  personal  visits 
| to  His  people,  instructing  them 
’ until  His  final  departure ; when 
-giving  this  great  commission 
1 with  the  preface,  “All  power  is 
given  unto  me,  in  heaven  and  on 
J earthy  go  ye  therefore,  teach  all 
riptfiotis,  baptizing  them  in  the

The  temperance  story  of-  Mps.  < 
Ada  M.  Bittenbeuder,  . entitled 
“Tedos  and  Tisod,”  just  issued,  i 
involves  the  many  phases  of  the 
liquor  problem  iu  connection  with 
the  legal  question  that  the  license 
and  tax  system  under  which  the 
saloon  is  tolerated  is  unconstitu- 
tional. 

The  scene  is  laid  in  New  York 
city.  Tedos,  the  heroine,  was  the 
daughter  of  one  of  New  York  s 
ten  thousand  saloonkeepers.  The 
father  was  a total  abstainer  him- 
self ; properly  reared  by  a noble 
mother,  he  became  deprived  ot 
luxury  through  a financial  panic 
abandoned  the  legal  profession 
for  the  liquor  business  in  order 
lo  ina*ke  money  more  rapidly  than 
-as  a young  lawyer  he  hoped  to 
do  from  the  practice.  Ilis  wife 
was  the  daughter  of  a wealthy 
brewer,  reared  in  luxury.

mandments — “hearing”  is  not 
sufficient. 

Declaring  God’s  Word  is  not 
committed  to  preachers  Only,  but 
to  all  who  can  call  on  His  name — 
not  Moses  and  the  prophets.  Ev- 
ery disciple  has  a gift,  and  to  God 
he  must  give  account  for  its  use. 
In  the  Sunday  School  department 
all  can  find  work,  yet  there  are 
schools  suffering  for  help,  and 
churches  without  schools.  Not- 
withstanding this,  many  find  time 
to  read  the  Sunday  newspaper, 
or  other  secular  papers  to  the 
neglect  often  of  their  denomina- 
tii  tal  or  other  religious  periodi- 
cals, instead  of  going  to  church, 
or  "?oing  forth  ou  some  mission  to 
do  good.  A church  that  makes 
no  provision  for  Bible  study  is  on 
the  road  to  oblivion.  The  Bible 
only  can  reveal  us  to  ourselves; 
then  there  are  others  to  be  en- 
lightened. 

Visitation  is,  perhaps,  the 
strongest  agency  of  the  Bible 
school.  It  reaches  the  parents 
and  draws  the  children.  As  a 
means  of  impressing  the  truths  of 
God’s  Word  it  cannot  be  excelled, 
because  beginning  at  the  cradle. 
Present  methods  in  the  schools 
take  hold  of  the  child  as  sh# 
leaves  home  and  leads  her  to 
higher  ground,  fitting  her  for 
life’s  duties  and  to  show  others 
the  way  to  everlasting  mansions 
above. 

Our  blessed  Savior  said:  “In 
my  Father’s  house  are  many  man- 
sions; I go  to  prepare  a place  for

We  are  to  teach 
Christ’s  commandments;  not  the 
law  and  the  prophets,  which 
were  until  John.  The  Scriptures

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are  “profitable;” 

Testament  is  the  word  to  be 
preached  and  taught,  more  espec- 
ially in  the  chureh  Sunday  School. 
It  reveals  us  to  ourselves  .as  noth- 
ing else  can. 

A Christian  nation  should  have 
Christian  education,  for  what  is 
taught  is  the  foundation  of  cit- 
izenship. Practically,  the  future 
rules  are  what  we  make  them  in 
childhood;  hence  they  will  he

Thorough  surface  tilth  Is  required 
to  obtain  best  reeulte  in  the  or- 
hard,  and  when  needing  fertility 
the  land  should  be  properly  manured. 

Trees  are  more  safely  set  In  the 
late  winter.  They  should  be 
strong.  vigorous,  one  or  two  year 
olds,  having  a well  developed  root 
system,  and  at  time  <rf  their  setting 
thei  rtops  should  be  eut  back  to 
the  height  at  which  the  main 
Branches  of  the  future  top  Is  to  be 
formed.  All  broken  and  mutilated 
roots  shuld  be  eut  back  to  sound 
wood.  For  easy  planting  open  out 
a deep  furrow  with  a two-horn© 
plow  along  the  line  where  the  rows 
are  to  be  made  and  cross  check  at 
(he  distance  apart  at  which  the  trees 
are  to  stand.  At  the  crosses  level 
of  fthe  ground  at  the  bottom  of  the 
furrow  to  receive  the  tree  with  Its 
roots  In  natural  position  and  fill 
in  the  dirt  among  them  well  and 
tramp  down,  leaning  the  tree  slight- 
ly to  the  southwest. 

Thorough  tillage  with  a culti- 
vator during  the  growing  season  Is 
recommended,  and  plowing  tbs  land 
each  spring,  turning  It  every  alter- 
nate year  toward  the  trees.

All  classes,  summer,  autumn  and 
winter  apples,  must  be  carefully 
picked  without  loosening  the  stems 
from  the  fruit;  handled  carefully 
to  avoid  bruises  or  breakage  ot  the 
skin,  and  placed  under  protection 
from  sun  and  wind  until  final  dispo- 
sition Is  made  of  them.  Apples  for 
home  use  should  be  stored  in  some 
place  where  the  temperature  should 
be  kept  as  low  as  possible  without 
danger  of  frost.  , '■ 

Summer  and  autuinn  sorts,  *lf  for 
market,  require  an  immediate  dis- 
position, as  they  are  quickly  perish- 
able.
